PROPERTIES. 

The  essential  properties  of  a  tone  are :  Length  (dura- 
bility), Pitch  (highness  orlowness),  Power  (audibility), 
and  Quality. 

DEPARTMENTS. 

The  departments  in  which  the  subject  of  music  is 
treated,  are  :  Rhythmics,  Melodics  and  DYNAMICS. 

Rhythmics  treats  of  the  length  of  tones. 

Melodics  treats  ot  the  pitch  of  tones. 

Dynamics  treats  oi^^  power  and  quality  oiton^s. 

RHYTHMICS.

Some  beats  are  stronger  than  others,  and  are  called 
Accented  Beats.  The  accented  beats  come  at  reg- 
ular intervals,  and  may  have  one  or  more  unaccented 
beats  intervening.  The  group  of  beats  formed  by  an 
accented  one  with  the  intervening  unaccented  one  or 
ones,  is  called  a 

MEASURE. 

Two  beats,  (one  accented  and  one  unaccented),  make 
Double  Measure. 

Three  ieats,  (one  accented  antf  two  unaccented),  make 
Triple  Measure. 

Four  beats,  (one  accented  and  three  unaccented), make 
Quadruple  Measure. 

Six  beats,  (one  accented  and  five  unaccented),  make 
Sextuple  Measure. 

(There  is  also  a  slight  accent  upon  the  third  beat  in  Quadruplf% 
and  upon  the  fourth  in  Sextuple  ) 

Measures  are  represented  by  the  space  between  verti- 
cal lines.     These  lines  are  called  Bars.    A  heavy  bar 
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called  a  Double  Bar  is  used  to  show  the  end  of  a.  tune 
or  strain,  thus  :  Bar.

KEEPING    TIME. 
Observing  the  right  length  of  each  beat  is  called  Kfep- 
ING  Time,  and  is  indispensable. 

BEATING  TIME. 

Making  a  motion  of  the  hand  for  each  beat  in  a  meas- 
ure is  called  Beating  Time.  It  is  designed  to  assist  in 
keeping  time. 

The  way  the  hand   moves  in  the  different  kinds  of 
measure  is  shown  by  the  following  description:

PAUSE  OR  HOLD. 

A  Pause  (/^)  placed  over  or  under  a  note  indicates 

that  the  tone  should  be  prolonged  more  than  it  otherwise 

wou  d  be ;  the  length  being  governed  by  the  taste  of  the 

performer  or  leader. 

MELODICS. 

The  pitches  of  tones  are  named  with  the  names  of  the 
first  seven  letters  of  the  alphabet,  with,  in  some  cases.

KEY. 
Certain  pitches  agree  so  pleasantly  with  each  other 
when  heard  in  succession,  or  in  certain  combinations,  as 
to  form  a  sort  of  family,  which  is  called  a  Key.  The 
pitches  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  G,  are  thus  related,  and  con- 
stitute a  Key. 

KEY  NOTE. 
In  every  key  there  is  a  pitch  that  is  more  important 
than  the  others,  and  which  may  produce  a  perfect  end- 
ing.   This  pitch  is  called  a  Key  Noti. 

KEY  OF  C. 

In  the  foregoing  key,  C  is  the  key  note,  and  the  key 
is  called  Key  oF  C. 

In  the  key  of  C,  B  is  restless,  and  demands  a  progres- 
sion to  the  key  note.  So,  if  we  would  sing  the  key  of 
C  in  its  regular  order  from  C  upward,  the  ear  would  de- 
mand another  C,  thus:  C,  D,  E,  F,  G,  A,  B,  C.  The 
difference  between  the  pitches  of  these  C's  is  called  an 
Octave;  and  if  the  pitches  were  continued  higher,  the 
relation  of  pitches  in  the  first  octave  would  be  repeated 
an  octave  higher,  and  so  on  throughout  all  the  extent  of 
pitches,  like  the  links  of  a  chain. 

SCALE. 

When  the  pitches  of  a  key  progress  in  regular  order, 
from  low  to  high,  or  high  to  low,  they  form  a  Scale. 

The  pitches  of  a  key  have  names  which  express  their 
relations  to  each  other.  They  are  as  follows :  The  key 
note  is  One,  the  next  above  is  Two,  the  next  Three,  etc. 
These  names  are  called  Key  Namxs. 

For  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  pitches  of  a  key  in  the 
mind  certain  Syllables  should  be  associated  and  sung 
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tPith  them.  They  are,  to  one,  do,  two,  re,  three,  mi, 
etc.    The  names  of  the  letters  are  called  Pitch  Names. 

The  following  shows  the  Pitch  Names,  Key  Names, 
and  Syllables:

STAFF. 
The  lines  and  spaces  of  a  character  called  the  Staff 
are  used  to  represent  pitches.  The  staff  consists  of  five 
long  lines  and  the  six  spaces  which  belong  to  them,  to- 
gether with  as  many  short  lines  and  spaces  added  above 
or  below  as  may  be  needed,  thus  :

DEGREES. 
The  lines  and  spaces  of  the  staff  are  called  Degrees, 
and  being  used  to  represent  pitches, make  the  staff,  with- 
out added  degrees,  represent  eleven  pitches. 

CLEFS. 

Clefs  are  characters  placed  upon  the  staff  to  make  it 
represent  certain   pitches.     There  are  three  in  common

The  C  which  is  nearest  the  middle  of  the  compass  of 
the  human  voice,  is  called  MiDDLlf.  C.

All  the  pitches  which  have  been  introduced  (A,  B,  C 
D,  E,  F.  G,)  belong  to  and  constitute  the  Key  of  C. 

KEY  OF  G. 

There  are  still  other  pitches,  and  they  assist  in  form- 
ing still  other  keys.  They  will  be  introduced  and  named 
as  needed. 

The  pitch  between  F  and  G  is  sometimes  called  F 
Sharp.     When  F  Sharp  is  used  instead  of  F,  G  becomes 


a  key  note,  and  the  pitches  G,  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F  Sharp, 
constitute  the  Key  of  G. 

The  key  of  C  is  a  representative  or  model  key.  The 
key  of  G  is  of  the  same  kind.  The  pitches  in  the  key  of 
G  sustain  the  same  relation  to  each  other  as  those  in  the 
key  of  C  do ;  so  that  the  key  names  and  syllables  apply 
to  the  key  of  G  as  they  do  to  C,  i.  e.,  G,  being  key  note 
is  one,  (Do);  A,  two,  (Re),  etc. 

The  following  gives  the  Pitch  Names,  Key  Names, 
and  Syllables  of  the  key  of  G  : 

Pitch  Names:  G,  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F Sharp,  G 
Key  Names:  One, two, three, four, five,  six, seven,  eight. 
Syllables:         Do,  Re,  Mi,  Fa,  Sol,  La,    Si,         Do. 

There  is  no  degree  of  the  staff  between  the  ones  which 
represent  the  pitches  of  F  and  G.  But  since  we  do  not 
use  F  in  the  key  of  G,  the  degree  which  represents  F 
may  be  made  to  represent  F  Sharp.  This  is  done  by 
placing  a  character  upon  that  degree  to  indicate  the 
change.  The  character  used  for  this  purpose  is  called  a 
Sharp  (ti).  It  is  placed  upon  the  staff  just  at  the  right 
of  the  clef.  It  is  placed  upon  only  one  degree,  but  it 
indicates  that  all  the  degrees  which  represented  F  must 
represent  F  Sharp. 

SIGNATURE. 

It  will  be  seen  by  this  that  the  condition  of  the  staff 
just  at  the  right  of  the  clef,  indicates  the  key  which  it 
represents.  The  condition  of  the  staff  at  this  place  is 
called  the  Signature. 

When  the  staff  represents  the  key  of  C,  the  signature 
is  called  Natural  ;t  and  if  ihe  key  of  G,  is  called  One 
Sharp. 

In  the  following  examples  the  staff  is  made  to  repre- 
sent all  the  (major)  keys  that  have  sharps  in  the  sig-

FLAT. 
It  will  be  noticed  that  at  each  formation  of  a  new  key 
we  omitted  one  pitch  of  the  previous  key,  and  put  in  its 
stead  a  pitch  a  little  higher,  which  we  named  the  same 
as  the  absent  one,  with  the  addition  of  the  word  Sharp. 
Now,  when  we  omit  a  pitch  from  a  key,  and  place  in  its 
stead  a  new  pitch  a  little  lower,  we  give  to  the  new  pilch 
the  name  of  the  absent  one,  with  the  addition  of  the 
word  Flat.  Thus,  when  we  omit  B,  and  put  in  i  s 
stead  the  pitch  that  is  between  A  and  B,  we  name  the 
new  pitch  B  Flat. 


The  pitches  F,  G,  A,  B  Flat,  C,  D,  E  form  the  Key  of  F. 

The  staff  is  made  to  represent  this  key  by  a  character 
called  a  Flat  (1^),  being  placed  in  thesignatureupon  that 
degree  of  the  staff  which  represents  B,  causing  it  to  rep- 
resent B  Flat. 

In  the  following  examples  the  staff  is  made  to  repre-

All  the  keys  that  have  been  thus  far  introduced  are  of 
the  same  kind,  and  are  called  Major  Keys. 

minor  keys. 

The  pitches  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F  and  G  Sharp  produce 
a  Key  of  A,  but  of  a  different  kind  from  the  Major  Key 
of  A,beingmoreplaintive  and  serious  in  its  nature.  Such 
keys  are  called  Minor  Keys. 

Majorand  minor  keys  follow  each  other  so  pleasantly, 
that  they  both  frequently  exist  in  the  same  tune — the 
change  from  one  to  the  other  being  very  agreable.  For 
this  reason  they  are  said  to  be  related,  i.  e.,  A  Minor  is 
called  the  Relative  Minor  of  C  Major,  and  C  Major 
is  called  the  Relative  Major  of  A  Minor. 


It  will  be  seen  that  the  Relative  Minor  is  produced 
by  using  Sharp  Five,  instead  of  Five  of  the  Major  Key; 
Sharp  Five  becoming  Seven  of  the  Relative  Minor,  and

Principles  of  Music. 


INTERVALS. 

The  difference  in  pitch  between  any  two  tones  is 
called  an  Interval. 

Intervals  are  measured  by  a  step,  half-step  or  step  and 
a  half. 

Thesmallest  interval  in  useis  sometimes  called  a  Minor 
Second,  and  is  measured  by  a  half-step.  The  interval 
of  the    Chromatic  Scale   are  each  a  half  step  in  size. 

The  intervals  of  the  Major  Scale  are  measured  as  fol- 
lows: From  One  to  Two,  a  step;  Two  to  Three,  a  step; 
Three  to  Four,  a  half  step;  Four  to  Five,  a  step;  Fiv< 
to  Six  a  step;  Six  to  Seven,  a  step;  and  from  Seven  to 
Eight,  a  half  step. 

Those  of  the  Harmonic  Minor  Scale  are:  One  to  Two, 
a  step;  Two  to  Three,  a  half  step;  Three  to  Four,  a 
step;  Four  to  Five,  a  step;  Five  to  Six,  a  half  step  ;  Six  to 
Seven,  a  .r/^/  and  a  half  mA  Seven  to  Eight,  a  half  step. 

Any  of  the  following  characters  may  be  placed  upon  a 
degree  of  the  staff,  to  make  it  represent  a  different  pitch. 

A  Sharp  (JJ),  a  half  step  higher. 

A  Double  Sharp  (X),  a  step  higher. 

A  Flat  (Iz),  a  half  step  lower. 

A  Double  (I2I2),  a  step  lower. 

A  Natural  (jj),  discontinues  effects  of  any  of  the  fore- 


going, and  makes  the  degree  represent  the  pitch  which 
it  does  in  the  Key  of  C. 

When  a  |f,  X.  tz,  W  or  i}  is  used,  upon  the  staff, 
cept  in  the  signature,  ft  is  called  an  ACCIDENTAL. 

The  effect  of  an  Accidental  continues  through  the 
measure  in  which  it  is  used,  or  is  cancelled  by  a  Na- 
tural.    It  does  not  continue  beyond  a  bar. 


MODULATION. 
A  tune  does  not  always  remain  in  the  key  in  which 
t  begins.     When  it  passes  to  another  key  the  change  is 
;alled  a  Modulation. 

The  staff  may  be  prepared  for  a  new  key  by  the  use 
jf  a  new  signature  or  by  the  use  of  accidentals. 

In  all  cases  where  there  is  a  modulation  that  continues 
through  a  strain  or  more,  the  syllables  that  belong  to  the 
ew  key  should  be  associated. 

(In  this  book  the  important  modulations  are  marked  either  by  a 
:w  signature  or  the  proper  syllables  being  printed  where  the  singer 
should  make  the  change.) 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  VOICES, 
dies,  whose  high  tones  are  naturally  better  than 
their  low  tones,  have  Soprano  or  Treble  voices. 


Ladies,  whose  low  tones  are  naturally  better  than 
their  high  tones,  have  Alto  voices. 

Ladies,  whose  voices  are  equally  good  upon  moder- 
ately high  and  low  tones,  have  Mezzo  Soprano  voices. 
The  majority  of  ladies  have  Mezzo  Soprano  voices. 

Gentlemen,  whose  high  tones  are  naturally  better  than 
their  low  tones,  have  Tenor  voices. 

Gentlemen,  whose  low  tones  are  naturally  better  than 
their  high  tones,  have  Base  voices. 

Gentlemen,  whose  voices  are  equally  good  upon  both 
moderately  high  and  low  tones,  have  Baritone  voices. 
There  are  but  few  Base  or  Tenor  voices.  Boys  should 
sing  alto  or  soprano  until  their  voices  change. 

The  parts  which  the  Soprano,  Alto,  Tenor  and  Base 
sing  are  usually  written  upon  four  staves,  connected 
by  a  Brace. 

DYNAMICS. 

Dynamics  not  only  treats  of  the  audibility  of  tones, 
but  also  of  their  Quality. 

The  terms  expressing  the  different  degrees  of  power 
and  different  qualities  of  tones,  are  given  in  connection 
with  the  following  Definitions  of  the  Musical  Terms.
